‘The Coffee County School 
System embarked on a new 
adventure at the beginning of 
2002, and thus far it has proven 
to. be a success beyond anyone’s 


imagination. 
SAFE (Supporting 
Alternatives for -Education) 


School opened its doors at the 
Coffee County Board” of 
Education on Monday, Jan. 7, 
and Superintendent Dr, Linda 
Ingram said she was thrilled to 
have students taking advantage 
of the program. 

“On that first night, we had 
more than we ever dreamed of,” 
Ingram said. “I am very pleased 
the students and parents took 
advantage of the opportunity.” 

She said the application for the 
grant was written during the 
1999-2000: school -year, and the 
monies came from the Children’s 
First Tobacco Settlement. When 
the grants were awarded, Coffee 
County received $50,000 to be 
used over an extended amount of 
time, Ingram said the grant was 
applied for again this year, and 
the school system received an 
additional $26,000. 

The basic ideas behind SAFE 
school are: 1) Provide remedia 
tion for students who have failed 
a core course or the graduation 
exam; 2) Provide a flexible 
schedule that allows alternative 
placement: for students seeking 
training during the day; and 3) 
Provide an alternative discipline 
setting and an opportunity for 
students with excessive absenses 
to make-up their work. 

“So far we have used SAFE 
School for make-up work and as 
a discipline setting,” Ingram

said. “We are trying to adapt as 
we go so it will meet the needs of 
the students.” 

The classes taught include sci- 
ence on Monday. nights, social 
studies on Tuesday nights, math 
on Wednesday nights and 
English on Thursday nights: 

Thus far! Ingram said 106 stu- 
dents have enrolled for the SAFE 
School program, and this: is: not 
limited only to students from the 
Coffee. County School System. 
As a matter of fact, Ingram said 
one student travels from Hartford 
to attend one of the. classes. 

With the grant funding, SAFE 
School is-at no cost to the stu- 
dents to attend,’ and Ingram said 
the students attend four hours a 
night, To earn a half credit, the 
students must complete 70 hours 
at SAFE School. 

In regards to the alternative 
placement, Ingram.-said the 
idea behind SAFE School is 
that not all children can attend 
school from 8 a.m 3 p.m. 
Some students seek. training 
for certain careers, and she 
said SAFE School provides a 
perfect opportunity for stu- 
dents to train during the day 
and keep up with their school 
work by attending the night 
classes 

“We hope SAFE School will 
help with our dropout rate 
which is higher than we would 
like for it to be,” said Ingram. 
“Let's keep our children in 
school because we want them 
to graduate.” 

As for the future, Ingram 
said as long as the school sys- 
tem continues to receive fund- 
ing through grants, she hopes 
to keep SAFE School a perma- 


nent fixture in Coffee County,’

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New gardening 
tradition: exhibit 
tours the state 


A new exhibit from the; 
Alabama Center for traditional 
culture examines the gardening 
and yard decoration traditions in 
the state. “In the Garden: 
Traditional Culture and 
Horticulture in Alabama’ will 
tour schools, museums and 
libraries across the state during 
2002 and 2003. 

To produce the exhibit folk- 
lorist Anne Kimzey traveled 
around the state. interviewing 
gardeners and photographing 
their gardens, plants, yard art 
and traditional landscapes. The 
free-standing display sits on a 
tabletop and includes 43 color 
images and text. These represent 
only a sample of the diverse gar- 
dening traditions in the state. 
"A garden is the artistic cre- 
ation of an individual gardener,” 
said Kimzey. “But a gardener 
often represents a community 
aesthetic as well as his or her 
own.” 

She’ explained that gardens 


themselves may be an.ephemer- - 


al art form, but-many of the tra- 
ditional preferences, beliefs and 
practices associated with gar- 
dening endure, 

Included in the exhibit are 
topics such as: vegetable gar- 
dening, flower gardening, native 
plants, herb gardens and medici- 
nal uses of plants, religious 
landscapes, pest control (scare- 
cfows, gourd martin houses, 
repellent plants, commercial 
insecticide), structures (grape 
arbor, bean poles), a garden 
clib’s butterfly garden, Easter 
egg trees, Christmas yard deco- 
rations, a church flower guild’s 
Easter arrangements, hay : bale 
sculpture, whitewashed tree 
trunks, swept yard, - traditional 
cemetery, flower competition, 
produce at the curb market, and 
gardens of Cambodian immi- 
grants featuring southeast Asian 
plants. 

The project was produced by

Where does that lint come 
from on your favorite knit shirt 
or pants? How can you prevent 
it? 

Lint is the broken pieces of 
fibers from fabrics, Often, very 
old and very new items produce 
more lint than slightly worn gar- 
ments. Sorting properly, using 
enough detergent and not over- 
loading the washer are ways you 
can help minimize linting. 

Separate “lint givers” such as 
chenille, towels, flannel and 
sweaters from “lint takers”, such 
aS corduroy, permanent press 
and synthetics. 

Tum “lint givers” 
before laundering. 

Using the correct amount of 
detergent, according to package

- directions, helps hold the lint in 


the wash water until it can be 
rinsed away. 

Load the washer properly and 
use the correct water-level for 
the load size.

them to implement a system of 
care that did not require re- 
straints. 

“We spent a year developing 
the program of care that would 
be used,” Lucero said. “During 
that time, We met with residents 
of an independent living facility, 
The main thing they emphasized 
was that they-didn't-want to be 
restrained.” 

Lucero was convinced her 
concept would work. But 
staffing the new facility offered 
a challenge of its own. 

“As I’ proceeded with the pro- 
gram's development, I found out 
it was difficult to get staff mem- 
bers who would buy into that 
idea,’ Lucero said of her no- 
restraint program. “I ended up 
hiring a staff that didn’t have 
previous nursing home experi- 
ence.” 

Her *unhéard of program, 
called “Comfort Care,’ was tak- 
ing root. “The key was that we 
had to ensure safety without 
restraints,” ‘Lucéro. said. “We 
had to entice them ‘to ‘stay, ‘to 
keep them from wandering.” 

But, says, Lucero, little was 
being done in 1983 when it 


_ came to activities for Alzheimer 


patients. That “would’ soon 
change, thanks to a career move 
by Lucero’s husband. 

Lucero’s cutting-edge idea of 
no restraint was off and running, 
but she was destined for other 
things. Her husband was in the 
U.S. Navy ‘and orders: came 
down for a transfer. The couple 
left Jacksonville and headed, to 
Orlando. The move took Lucero 
out of health ad-ministration 
and into a whole new career. 

“When we moved to Orlando, 
I decided to Start my own com- 
pany,” Lucero said. And so, 
Geriatric Resources Inc, was 
born. “The company received an 
NIA (National Institute on 
Aging) grant to develop prod- 
ucts. for activities (for Alz- 
heimier patients). From there, | 
started: doing training sessions. 
The training side of the compa- 
ny developed a life of its own.” 

“When people talk about Alz- 
heimer patients, it’s always been 
about ‘let's cure’ them,” Lucero 
said. “We. can't. That's the reali- 
ty. If I can’t change the behav- 
ior, | should look at accommo- 
dating it-so they are not strug- 
gling. We have to change the

model of care. We have to 
change perceptions. It’s all 
about helping them live with 
what is happening to them. 

“We need to focus on what 
life. is like for the Alzheimer 
patient. We need to focus on 
things we tend to forget — that 
they are hungry, that they get 
chilled, that they are in pain. 

“We need to use a practical 
approach to Caregiving, For so 
long, we have been dependent 
on verbal communication. But, 
a lot of Alzheimer patients can't 
tell you what they want or how 
‘they feel. People are, so ‘use to 
‘others telling them what they 
need. We ate looking at things 
on too high of a scale when it 
comes to dealing with 
Alzheimer patient§, The chal- 
lenge is to help caregivers look 
at what is causing the behavior, 
to look behind what -they are 
doing,” 

‘Lucero says the non-restraint, 
activity-filled approach to, care- 
giving should be implemented 
more as the number of patients 
diagnosed with Alzheimer’ § dis- 
ease increases. 

“My issue is to take care of 
people now,” Lucero said. “The 
emphasis on finding a cure (for 
Alzheimer's disease) is good. 
But, we have four million peo- 
ple with Alzheimer’s right now. 
That number will continue fo 
climb,» We’ need .to; focus: on 
research into ‘behavior, not just 
on cause and cure. ; 

“I've had so many family 
members ask how you die of 
memory loss, It’s more than 
that. Body functions are shutting 
down, For that reason, it takes a 
lot of skill to'care for Alzheimer 
patients. We.'need to focus on 
keeping them as comfortable as 
possible while trying to under- 
stand what is causing their ver 
changing behavior.”
